» United Airlines ranked 12th out 
of 15 airlines, and its overall score 
worsened, although its ranking 
remained the same. United’s on- 
time arrival performance declined 
and mishandled baggage rate 
increased. It had more customer 
complaints. Its lone area of im- 
provement was a better denied 
boarding rate. 


» Continental Airlines, now com- 
bined with United Airlines, posted 
gains in just one of the four crite- 
ria, denied boardings. It slipped on 
the other three measures. It rated 
lower overall than in 2010, and 
its overall ranking dropped from 
eighth to 11th. 


» American Airlines improved 
slightly and its ranking improved 
a spot from 11th to 10th. The im- 
provement came in mishandled 
baggage performance. It had 
poorer performance for on-time 
arrivals, denied boardings and 
customer complaints. 


» Southwest posted the best cus- 
tomer complaint rate in the indus- 
try and improved its on-time arriv- 
al rate and denied boarding rate. 
The rate for mishandled bags was 
slightly worse. Its overall rating 
improved, but its ranking dropped 
from fifth to seventh.

GIVE ’EM A BREAK? 
RATINGS SHOW 
AIRLINES IMPROVING

When it comes to on-time performance, 
baggage handling, and fewer customer com- 
plaints and overbooked flights, U.S. airlines 
are performing at their highest level in at least 
22 years, according to a study released Monday 
And discount carriers, such as Airlfan, Hawai- 
ian and JetBlue led the industry on those basic 
measures, as they did the previous year. 

The latest Airline Quality Rating, a joint 
project of researchers at Purdue University 
and Wichita State University shows Ameri- 
ca’s 15 largest airlines on average improved in 
2011 in all four of those objective performance 
categories compared with the previous year. 

“In the two decades we’ve tracked airline 
quality 2011 was the best year ever,” said Brent 
Bowen, head of the Department of Aviation 
Technology at Purdue University and one of 
the authors of the study 

The results might be a shock to the flying 
public, many of whom are weary of mediocre 
service, cramped seating in coach class and 
being nickeled and dimed for checked bags 
and onboard meals. Indeed, a survey of fre- 
quent fliers to be released this week by the 
same researchers shows just ii percent of fli- 
ers think the airlines are improving. 

Why the disconnect between actual per- 
formance and what fliers are feeling? 

“Performance versus perception,” Bowen 
said. “That’s a challenge to the industry” 

Airlines are doing better on basic perfor- 
mance measures, which are based on data re- 
ported to the U.S. Department ofTransporta- 
tion. Researchers use four measures: on-time 
arrival, which improved to 80 percent in 2011 
from 79.8 percent in 2010; denied boardings, 
which improved to 0.78 per 10,000 passen- 
gers from 1.08; mishandled bags, down to 
3.35 per 1,000 from 3.49; and customer com- 
plaints, which dropped to 1.19 per 10,000 pas- 
sengers from 1.22. 

The top 15 airlines as a group had the high- 
est ratings since the annual research began in 
1991. However, ratings don’t necessarily reflect 
the total quality of the flying experience. If, for 
example, a hare-bones airline gets you to your 
destination on time and doesn’t lose your bag, 
it doesn’t mean the experience was pleasurable. 

Still, Bowen argues, if an airline performs 
well on such basic measures, it can often cor- 
relate to a better flight. “You’re more likely to 
encounter a more consumer-friendly experi- 
ence if they are performing well on the met- 
rics,” he said.

'ITiese familiar images, along with the 
sunbathe rs of George Seurat's "A Sunday on 
Grande Jatte” and the somber father and 
daughter of Grant Wood's American Goth- 
ic/' are among the 32,00 0 works of art Google 
is releasing in digital format Tuesday 

The technology giant partnered with 151 
institutions worldwide on the Google Art 
Project (gQogleartpro|ect.com), an online 
platform for \'irtually viewing artwork and 
museum galleries. T he company selected the 
Art Institute of Chicago as the initiative's 
North American launch site and will host mu- 
seum directors from across the coimtry at a 
private event Tuesday morning. 

Participating institutions, from the White 
House to the Museo del Oro (Gold Mu- 
seum) in Bogota, Colombia, selected works 
from their vast collections to contribute to 
the Google Art Project. Of this group, 46 
museums had their galleries photographed 
using Google Street View technology which 
compiles a 360-degree panorama to create a 
virtual-tour experience in a high-definition

format called gigapixel. Some of the works in 
Google's online collection also are rendered 
in gigapixeis. 

'“'rhe gigapixel imagery of ‘La Grande Jatte' 
was truly mind-boggling,” said Sam Quigley, 
vice president for collections management, 
imaging and information technology at the 
Art Institute. 

“They took something like 702 images, 
little pieces of the painting, by photographic 
technique and stitched together a big mosaic 
so you'll be able to zoom incredibly close and 
see the individual points of paint that the art- 
ist used to create that work. It’s really quite 


something. 'That’s a technology leadership 
role that really only a few corporations like 
Google could provide.” 

Many art museums already have digital imag- 
es on their websites. 'ITie Art Institute has about 
52,000, Quigley said. But Google is providing su- 
perior technology and the heft of a well-known 
brand whose broad mission is to “organize the 
world’s information” and make it accessible. 
The Mountainview, Llalif-based company has 
applied this mandate to everything from books 
to recipes to government data. 

“The diversity of the institutions is key,” said 
Piotr Adamezyk, head of data for the Google

Seven dead in college shooting 


OAKLAND, Calif. A gunman opened fire at a 
private Christian college Monda}^ killing at 
least seven people and wounding three others 
before a suspect, reportedly a former student, 
was taken into custody authorities said. 

Oakland city officials said they believed 
the gunman acted alone in the midmorning 
shooting at Oikos University but did not im- 
mediately identify him and declined to offer a 
motive for the rampage. 

The school’s founder. Pastor Jong Kim, told 
the Oakland Tribune that the man arrested 
at a shopping mall about five miles from the 


scene previously had been a nursing student 
there but was no longer enrolled. Kim said he 
heard about 30 gunshots. 

The shooting came just over a month after 
a student gunman in Ohio opened fire in a 
high school cafeteria, killing three students in 
the deadliest shooting rampage at a US. high 
school in six years.

The U.S. Coast Guard rescued two seriously in- 
jured British crewmembers from an Australian 
yacht taking part in an around-the-world race 
Sunday after it was hit by a huge wave in the 
Pacific Ocean.

The “Somebody” 
video has amassed more than 128 million views on YouTube since its July release 
and has inspired covers from around the world. 

Now; Gotye’s got a hit record with his third album, “Making Mirrors,” and a 
string of sold-out shows stateside, including tw^o sets at Coachella in April, From 
Brussels, the 31-ycar-old De Backer talked about his favorite Y)uTube cover, why 
we should visit his hometown and tips for traveling internationally.

"Making Mirrors." 


There are some things I do that are more 
genre studies, and on other occasions Fm just 
deciding to allow myself to blatantly dress up 
a song in the clothes of a certain genre.
